HOUSES WITHOUT 
“-w CHIMNEYS. 


LIVERPOOL’S ALL-ELECTRIC 
SCHEME. 


The all-electric house is Liverpool s latest 
experiment in the solution of the smoke 
problem. Two hundred and fifty of these 
houses are to be erected on the Walton Club- 
moor estate. They will have no fireplaces, or 
flues, or chimney places. This will mean @ 
saving in the cost of brickwork and the 
giving of more space to the rooms. Every 
house will be supplied with electric current 
at a halfpenny a unit. A maid-of-all-work 
will be unnecessary, for the hotses will be 
supplied with electric dirt and clothes 
washers and. vacuum cleaners, If the new 
experiment succeeds it 1s proposed to erect 
further houses on the same principle.

BEGAN PRACTICE IN IRELAND. 


On the borders of the New Forest, near 
Lyndhurst, there is living the only woman 
in the world who has ever practised as a 
veterinary surgeon. She is Miss Aleen Cust, 
daughter of the late Sir Leopold Cust, and 
brother of Sir Charles Cust, an equerry to 
King George, with whom he served as a mid- 
shipman on the Britannia.

RESEARCH WORKERS’ 
PROGRESS.

It is announced that Dr. W. E. Gye 
and Mr. J. E. Barnard, F.R.S., have 
made considerable progress in their or AA t 
to secure immunisation against cancer, 
and that details of their latest experi- 
ments will be published early in the new 
year. 

Last July, it may be recalled, Mr. Gye and 
\lr. Barnard announced the discovery of what 


| was held to be the cause of cancer,. which for 
/so many years had baffled scientific research. 
| The micro-organism, it was explained, was 
filter - passing, and was so minute that it 


could not be seen even microscopically in 
ordinary light, but thanks to the remarkable

The main outstanding difficulty is to isolate 


| the chemical agent in company with which 
-the micro-organism of cancer operates, for 
+ the presence of such an agent has been dis- 
| closed. Its nature has not yet definitely been 


determined, and Dr. Gye’s investigations 
continue with the object of deciding this 
factor. . 

OTHER DISEASES. 

The discovery of a microbe so much smaller 
than any hitherto Believed of has turned 
the efforts of reserach workers all over ths 
world into the direction of finding an organ- 
ism for those diseases which are filter-pass- 
ing. Scarlet fever and foot-and-mouth disease 
are among these, and it is hoped that the 
Ministry of Agriculture will encourage re- 
search, with a view to determining the 
microbe cause of the latter pest, which costs 
the country millions a vear.
